MERRITTON, Ont., September 27, 1898. 

The history of Canada does not furnish 
us with a record of any such storm as that 
which visited the Dominion between 3 and 
4 o'clock last Monday afternoon; and 
which, in the little town of Merritton, in 
particular, did such a fearful amount of 
damage, and all, as it were, in a moment. 

The earlier part of the day had been un- 
usually fine, but shortly after half-past three 
o'clock a black cloud was seen to.be com- 
ing from the northwest. Immediately after 
this there was a terrific blast of thunder, 
while the sky overhead was still blue and 
clear, and every one was looking for or ex- 
pecting a mighty downpour of rain, In- 
stead of rain, however, there came a terrific 
windstorm, in the form of a gigantic cy- 
clone; then a big crash was heard, as if all 
the buildings far and near were being 
smashed to atoms. In almost less time 
than it takes to tell the sky was filled with 
planks and timbers of every shape, from 
the sidewalks, which had been uprooted, 
and from the-buildings that had been de- 
molished, together with an enormous mass 
of débris of every conceivable kind. The 
timbers seemed to float like feathers, some 
perpendicular, others in a horizontal posi- 
tion, while others were seen whirling 
round and round like so many boys’ pin- 
wheels, As indicating the cyclonic power 
of the wind at this moment your corre- 
spondent has since been shown a piece of 
timber 36 feet long and 8 inches square, 
which had been dropped into a gentle- 
man’s grounds, but whence it came no one 
is able to tell.

At the No. 1 mill, which seemed to 
lie in the way the windstorm traveled, the 
damages were much more serious. The 
roofs were entirely stripped off the bag 
and bag printing rooms and a very large 
storeroom, doing an immense amount of 
injury both to machines and the very large 
stock of paper and paper bags contained 
therein. It was here that Clara O'Neill 
was killed by being hit with an immense 
plank, while ‘several others were injured. 
The damage in the machine room was not 
so great; but Samuel Moffatt, the machine 
tender, got a nasty blow at the back of the 
head, from the effects of which he is still 
suffering. The Lincoln Paper Mill Com- 
pany employs about eighty hands, all of 
whom are for the present thrown out of 
employment. 

To show the immense power of the 
windstorm it may be mentioned that four 
empty railway cars, the weight of which 
is from 10 to 11 tons each, were blown 
off the siding track onto their sides, two of 
them being carried ittto”the creek. But 
this was nothing! Two cars, one of them 
laden with paper and the other with moist 
wood pulp, were also turned over on their 
sides. 

The extensive paper and pulp works be- 
longing to Messrs. Riordon & Co., as well 
as the large cotton mill in the same neigh- 
borhood, were not touched. Indeed the 
storm seemed never to’ go near that end 
ofthe town, for which the residents are 
deeply grateful. Thousands of people have 
visited Merritton since Monday last, to see 
the havoc done by the storm. No place 
seems to have suffered as Merritton has. 

Some gentlemen, residents of Merritton, 
are moving in the direction of trying to 
raise a subscription for the sufferers by 
this dire calamity; and if anyone in the

tempted assassination: of ex-Senator J. C. 
Richardson, president of the Haldeman Pa- 
per Company, Lockland, Ohio. 

The assailant, whose desperate attempt 
will probably prove successful, was Will- 
iam Haldeman, secretary and treasurer of 
the concern. 

At this time the victim lies in a serious 
condition, but the attending physicians 
hope for his recovery. 

The shooting occurred in the office of 
the paper concern, and is clouded with the 
deepest mystery. Messrs. Richardson and 
Haldeman are brothers-in-law, and have 
been identified with the trade for years. 
Their business affairs were prosperous, and 
it was always thought their social relations 
were unreservedly pleasant. Up to this 
writing no developments which might tend 
to throw some light upon Haldeman’s mo- 
tive in attempting to slay the president of 
the company have come fo light, 

It is thought by some that Haldeman’s 
mind suddenly collapsed, resulting in the 
attack. 

Richardson was surprised by Haldeman, 
who pounced upon him, at once opening 
fire without a word of explanation, supple- 
menting the shooting, it is thought, by a 
vicious fisticuff assault, in which the 
former was badly used up. Haldeman evi- 
dently struck his victim four or five times 
with a blunt instrument resembling brass 
knuckles, completing his brute-like assault 
by emptying his revolver, four bullets en- 
tering the victim’s body, two having been 
fired at Richardson while his back was 
turned. After this Haldeman called two 
doctors and a carriage and boarded a car 
for Cincinnati. 

This in brief is the story, but the deep 
mystery attached to the shooting and the 
prominence of the parties involved will ac- 
cord the case greater public notice than any 
of recent criminal developments. Certain- 
ly the paper trade will follow every detail 
with intense interest, as the company and 
its leading spirits have been important fac- 





tors in the growth of Miami Valley for 
years.

He was-hot imthediately placed under ar- 
rest, though his home was under surveil- 
lanee for the first time on Sunday. Ex-As- 
sistant- United States District Attorney 
Harry R. Probasco, a brother-in-law, an- 
nounced that he would care for Haldeman 
atid be responsible for his keeping. He 
stated that the latter was on the verge of 
mental collapse, and that if the home were 
merely guarded Haldeman could thus have 
the advantage of medical aid. 

However, all of the authorities seemed 
to have been derelict in the matter. The 
Richafdson family have been interested 
solely in their wounded member and have 
not given the prosecution of the gun wield- 
er any consideration. : 


Dr. Oliver, who probed for the bullets, 
states that five of the leaden missiles en- 
tered the body instead of four, as was at 
first reported. He gives it as his opinion 
that Haldeman. fired. two shots when 
Richardson’s back was turned, the bullet 
entering the back lodging in his kidneys. 
It is feared that this wound alone is suffi- 
cient to prove fatal. 

The victim called for his son, Charles, 
upon one oceasion yesterday and requested 
that none of his children bear malice 
toward the asSailant. He realized, he 
said, in making this statement that he was 
in all probability fatally shot. Mr, Rich- 
ardson further explained that after he was 
shot he attempted to arise, and that Halde- 
man struck him a number of times with a 
sharp instrument. 

Haldeman, it séems, used more than one 
weapon. The disposition of these weapons 
is a matter of mystery. 

From surface indications the shooting 
was a deliberate, well-planned attempt at 


murder. The cause is not known, though 
as usual, many stories are afloat. In view 
of their non-indorsement none will be 


given. It may be added, however, that 
Haldeman was forced to the necessity of 
borrowing money about eight or nine 
months ago, pledging Glendale (O.) real 
estate as security. But the paper company 
was always regarded to be in the best con- 
dition. It may be that he brooded over 
business affairs and that extravagance in 
certain directions tended to weaken his 
mind. His ferocious attack and his subse- 
quent actions indicate this, in the opinion 
of many. 

The Haldeman Paper Company is one 
of the oldest concerns in the valley. The 
employees and the residents of the city are 
completely dumfounded over the tragedy. 

Mr. Richardson was removed to his 
home soon after the shooting, and though 
given the best medical attention his life 
was despaired of. He was at one time a 
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State senator and was prominent in social 
and business affairs. He invented a canal 
boat which gives promise of revolutioniz- 
ing traffic on this waterway, in which he 
became earnestly interested during the past 
five years while occupying a seat in the 
House. Mr. Richardson, as the president 
of the Haldeman Paper Company, 
conservative, level-headed business 
and it is hardly surmised that he 
have seriously opposed the business policy

PHILADELPHIA, September 28, 1898. 

Through the courtesy of the Philadelphia 
Museums management I have secured 
samples of the printing and wrapping pa- 
pers which the museums recently received 
from Smyrna. These papers were sent from 
Turkey in order to show the quality of 
goods which command a market there, to- 
gether with the price at which they are 
sold. The inquiries of the museums have 
developed the fact that if American manu- 
facturers can equal the quality at the same 
price to the consumer which he is now 
paying for the paper made in Germany and 
England they will secure orders in pref- 
erence to continental dealers. The develop- 
ment of American trade generally in South 
America, and lately in Cuba, Porto Rico, 
Hawaii and the Philippines, makes the 
subject of an Asiatic market one of inter- 
est. 

Six samples were received, two of wrap- 
ping paper and four of printing paper. The 
wrapping paper is brown and made of 
fibre. It sells in the Smyrna market for 
24.50 francs, c. i. f. net, per 100 kilos, an 
equivalent of 2.22 cents per pound. I sub- 
mitted the samples to two local experts and 
it was their opinion that no American man- 
ufacturer could hope to compete for this 
class of paper. 

The local experts agreed in the opinion 
that there was no field for the American 
manufacturer in the Smyrna market for 
the two cheaper grades of printing paper 
which I submitted to them. The one grade 
sells for 35 francs per 100 kilos, net, c. i. f. 
Smyrna, an equivalent of 3.2 cents per 
pound, while the other grade sells for 28.50 
frances under similar conditions, an equiva- 








lent of 2.6 cents per pound. Paper of equal 
quality commands almost as high a price 
in the local market. 

On the higher grades the judgment of 
the experts was that American manufactur- 
ers might cultivate a field in Turkey.

The museums have just received advices 
from Santiago de Chile upon the status of 
the paper market there. A good oppor- 
tunity seems to exist for high-grade note 
Quarto pads of writing paper are 
universally used, the paper ranging from 
the cheapest quality to the highest grade 
of hand-made stock. For the high-grade 
papers the trade goes to England, for me- 
dium grades to Germany and Italy, and for 
the cheapest grades to Belgium. The mu- 
seums have on file a complete collection of 
samples, together with the prices they com- 
mand in the Santiago mafket and the 
houses dealing in the various kinds of pa- 
per. Any manufacturer or dealer interested 
in the subject will be furnished with infor- 
mation by the museums free of cost. 

Advices just received from Bombay show 
that while no sale for American book or 
super-calendered paper is to be hoped for 
there does exist a good opportunity for 
news. Pink white is a favorite variety, but 
the purest white commands the highest 
prices. The usual size is 22%4 by 35 and the 
weight per ream from 24 to §7 pounds. The 
paper must be put up in 500-sheet pack- 
ages, each sheet folded once. 

It may be of interest to add that the mu- 
seums are purely a municipal enterprise, 
supported by appropriations of councils 
and subscriptions. No charge is made for 
furnishing occasional information or for 
making investigations, but those who de- 
sire a regular monthly service, which con- 
sists of a lengthy letter- dealing with any 
given topic of mercantile enterprise, are 
charged $50 per year. 

No one knows why, but everyone agrees 
that business in the last two weeks has been 
peculiarly uncertain and varied. A day of 
continuous activity succeeds a day when no 
sales are made. Every indication points 
to good business, but good business seems 
to be illusive and to slip away just at the 
moment when it is about to be secured. 
The first two weeks in the month witnessed 
everybody busy; the last two weeks have 
been encouraging and exasperating and 
dispiriting by turns.

A short 
time ago the owner of 400 square miles of spruce 
in the State of Vermont was offered and refused 
$2,000,000. Last week the Warren Curtis Company, 
now forming part of the International Paper Trust, 
paid only $150,000 for 1,000 square miles on the St. 
Maurice River. This extraordinary difference is 
due to the fact that spruce is almost exhausted in 
the United States, and Canadians are not well 
enough acquainted with the situation to realize the 
value of their supply. The International Paper 
Trust, however, understands the situation, and is 
scouring the country for good spruce limits. At 
present it buys from the farmers of this Province 
hundreds of thousands of cords of pulp wood at 
two or three dollars a cord. For that figure the 
farmer is required to cut the spruce into suitable 
lengths, remove the bark and deliver it at the rail- 
way stations. There is, therefore, in reality, very 
little money in it for him, but as the wood is cut 
in winter when there is very little other work he 
does not calcuate the time spent, and imagines he 
is making a good thing. This is one reason why 
politicians hesitates to advocate an export duty. 
The farmers’ vote is very large, and they are so 
short-sighted that they do not see that if this 
source of revenue is cut off temporarily it will 
become far greater in a couple of years, when the 
paper companies will, as they will be compelled 
to do, establish their mills in Canada. The value 
of the wood itself will be vastly greater, as it is 
now selling at $8 a cord at these mills in the 
United States.

Obituary. 
Frank A. Jones. 

Frank A. Jones, a manufacturer of pa- 
per cutting, envelope and paper-bag ma- 
chinery, in this city, died September 24 at 
Saranac Lake, N. Y. He was the son of 
George H. Jones, formerly of the Berlin 
& Jones Envelope Company, and was born 
in New York in 1861. The deceased was at 
one time in the employ of the envelope 
company, but later established himself in 
the machinery business. He was at one 
time major of the Eleventh Regiment, 
N. G. S. N. Y. About two years ago he 
began to suffer from consumption, and of 
late has been unable to be at business, 
spending all his time in the Adirondacks in 
the hope of recovering his health.

James L. REYNOLDs, 


James Langdon Reynolds, president of 
the Reynolds-Boyle Company, paper man- 
ufacturer, Jersey City, N. J., died at his 
home, 361 West Twenty-seventh street, 
New York, September 24, after a short ill- 
ness. The day before his death Mr. Rey- 
nolds went to the mill early, as was his 
custom, Later he complained of a pain in 
the pit of the stomach. He thought it was 
indigestion, Soon afterward he complained 
of numbness in his left arm and hand. 
These are said to be symptoms of rheuma- 
tism. He went home and called a doctor. 
The next day he was dead. The cause was 
rheumatism of the heart. Mr. Reynolds be- 
gan life in a humble way. He was the son 
of Silas Reynolds, a farmer in Westchester 
County, New York, where he was born 
March 22, 1838. The first known of him in 
the paper trade was when he was a truck- 
man for D. D. Tompkins, a dealer in straw 
paper, New York. This was about forty 
years ago. In 1878 he went into business 
for himself, building a mill on West Fifty- 
seventh street, New York, near the North 
River. "He manufactured wrapping paper. 
The mill was destroyed by fire the follow- 
ing year. He had no insurance. It was 
never rebuilt. In 1884 he built a mill at 
Eighth and Jefferson streets, Hoboken, 
N. J., where he continued the manufacture 
of wrapping. In 1892 he-sold the mill to 
F. S. Pownall, who now runs it. From the 
time of this sale until 1894 Mr. Reynolds 
was not actively engaged in business, but 
in the year last named he, in company 
with Luke Boyle, began the construction 
of a mill for the manufacture of straw 
board in Jersey City. July 4, 1896, it was 





destroyed by fire after having been run for 
two months, Subsequently it was rebuilt 
on a larger scale. The construction was 
completed in May, 1897. Mr. Reynolds was 
president of the company. Mr. Reynolds 
has always been known as a plain, unos- 
tentatious, frugal and hard-working man. 
His diet was unremitting toil and long 
hours of labor, but uprightness “was his 
motto throughout his busy life. One who 
knew him best in speaking of his virtu: 
placed this flower upon his grave: “You 
cannot say too much about Jim. He was 
one of the most honorable men that ever 
lived.” Mr. Reynolds left a widow, but no 
family. The funeral was at the Thirteenth 
Street Presbyterian Church, New York, 
and the interment was in Kensico Cem- 
etery.

It is rumored that F. O. Sawyer, presi- 
dent of the F. O. Sawyer Paper Company, 
is to erect, in the near future, a splendid 
new building, which will be occupied as of- 
fices, salesrooms and warehouse for the 
accommodation of the F. O. Sawyer Pa- 
per Company. The building will be so 
constructed that there will be ample room 
for a number of printing establishments 
as well as publishing companies who will 
be domiciled therein.

AMONG THE MILLS. 
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MONTREAL, Canada, September 29, 1898, 

Last week the ‘‘stuff ran out” just as we 
got ready for the brimstone for charging 
those new digesters of the Laurentide Pa- 
per Companyat Grande Mére, P.Q. When 
I left that town for Montreal I proceeded 
by the way of Three Rivers, The brim- 
stone—there it was at Three Rivers, tons 
and tons of it just being unloaded from 
the vessels in which it had come all the 
long journey from Sicily. At the: wharf 
there the brimstone was loaded directly 
from the boat to the cars, when cars were 
to be had. At other times the stuff was 
dumped on the dock, thus making another 
handling. The gas tanks in the towers 
were filled with pieces of marble, which 
had been railroaded all the way from the 
States. About five miles from the mill is 
. considerable hill, seemingly composed 
entirely of pretty good limestone, which 
will probably do for filling the tanks. 
Some day, after everything is working 
well, the limestone will have a trial in one 
of the tanks—but, until everything is run- 
ning smoothly—then; no experiments in 
theirs, please. 

The nine sulphur furnaces mentioned 
last week were piped through coolers 
which consisted of tanks through which 
the pipe passed several times, the tanks 
being filled with cold water, which by a 
peculiar arrangement of gates and wires is 
made to flow over the pipes so as to get a 
good circulation of the right quantity to 
just do the negessary cooling. The gas 
then passes to ae tanks, where it meets 
the marble and water, as already described. 
Then, passing through a liquid seal which 
lets out all the water, but none of the un- 
combined gas, the sulphite liquor runs 
down into a tank, which forms one of a 
group of four, two for water and open at 
the top, and two closed and lead-lined for 
the acid liquor. These tanks are placed so 
high that the sulphite liquor runs by grav- 
ity from them into the digesters. 

After cooking, the charge is blown into 
tanks which are open to the atmosphere 
only through tall ventilators which carry 
off any fumes of the sulphite liquor which 
may escape, and there is usually some gas 
thus escaping, although by a peculiar ar- 
rangement of the digester blow-off much 
of the gas is absorbed in water and pre- 
vented from escaping into the atmosphere. 
This arrangement will be described later 
on, The washing of the sulphite pulp com- 
mences at the blow-off and continues al- 
most until the pulp is on the machine. 
There is used in this mill a system of sep- 
arating the knots which is simplicity itself, 
and which does the work to perfection. It 
is only necessary to state that there is 
neither knot nor silver in the stuff which 
gets into the paper-mill machine room. All 
that stuff has been removed while the pulp 
was in transit between the blow-off house 
and the machine stuff chests. How was it 
done? Well, that’s telling. Mr. Meurer 
has worked out the system, and placed it in 
practical working shape at the Laurentide 
Mill. Just write to that gentleman and get 
him to put in a similar plant in your mill. 


When the paper comes off the machines 
it is close to the finishing room and the 
big rolls can be run into that department 
on an overhead trolley or by means of floor 
trucks, as desired. From the finishing room 
the paper goes directly to the freight house 


runs up the steep side-hill at an angle of 
about 45°. The working mechanism is 
at the bottom, and looks like an ordinarv 
elevator mechanism. The cars—there are 
two of them—are attached to cables that 
wind over the hoisting drums, also to other

possibility of an accident from the breaking 
of a cable.

I did not pay special attention to the boil- 
ers, as IT had so many other things to look 
after, but I believe they are of the water- 
tube type. I know that all but one were 
fitted with the mechanical stoker, 
and the test of boilers above mentioned 
showed that two of the stokers consumed 
150 pounds of steam per hour, or only 75 
pounds each. The day before my arrival 
a test was made of the boilers, or rather 
of one of them, under hand firing. One 
day while I was on the premises hand fir- 
ing was done, and the tall steel stack was

er furnace. I noticed this because my at- 
tention was particularly called to it. I 
was also informed, when the test had been 
figured out, that the mechanical stokers 
showed an efficiency 25 per cent. greater 
-than the hand firing. I may be able later 
to give the data of this test. It is evidently 
of great value to paper mill men, for the 
manner in which the soft coal was handled 
by those stokers during the test in ques- 
tion would permit soft coal to be burned 
in any city in the “States”—to say nothing 
of the 25 per cent. saving. 


The problems met and overcome in es- 


so far from sources of supply are many, 
and can be fully realized only, by the per- 
son having the matter in charge, and who 
has to contend with the innumerable diffi- 
culties ‘that spring up on all sides during 
the prosecution of the work. In this case 
it was the creating of a town in the wil- 
derness and in the woods.

The men 
could not work with it there, and attempts 
to’ get rid of it by throwing it into the 
river didn’t succeed, because the stuff 
didn’t float off worth a continental. It 
just settled to the bottom and filled up the 
river where the tail races would have to 
discharge into the river again. It was 
finally found necessary to remove the en- 
tire deposit with horses and carts, and 
after teaming it for one-half or three- 
quarters of a mile it was built into roads 
through the swampy land along the river 
bank. There is a long stretch of this 
“wooden road,” and if it ever gets on fire 
during the dry season there is going to be 
fun in extinguishing the smouldering 
flame in a mile or two of this wooden 
road, with the never-rotting spruce shav- 
ings and bark piled 3 or 4 feet thick for 
the fire to work in. ;

APPLETON, Wis., September 27, 1898. 
While business is as good now as it has 
| been at any time lately, and in fact seems 
gradually to be getting a little better all 
| the time, it may still be stated that there is 
quite a little disappointment among the 
| manufacturers that the brilliant prospects 
for fall trade which existed a couple of 


| months ago do not seem to have been 
wholly realized. Trade is fairly active and 
some of the mills report that they are very 
| busy and others that they are just merely 
busy, but the great demand that was ex- 
| pected to materialize has not really done 
| so. The fall trade started out as well as 
anybody expected, but it did not hold up. 
| One manufacturer who visited Chicago 
lately was told that business in general 
was dull, and paper sympathetically so. 
Everybody seemed to be hopeful of bette: 
things soon. Among the Fox River val- 
| ley manufacturers the present situation 
may be summed up as follows: The de- 
| mand for news is somewhat better than it 
| has been just previously and the market for 
it seems to be quite a bit firmer. No. 2 and 
butcher’s manillas have been going rather 
| slowly of late, but there is a good demand 
|for the higher grades of manilla. The 
| book market is also improving gradually 
all the time, and higher grades of book 
seem to bé doing better than the low 
grades. Some of the mills report that they 
do not find time to make No. 2 any longer. 
Flat papers are fairly active, no great 
change in market conditions being observ- 
able. 

Water power on this river continues to 
be practically non est so far as Neenah, 
Menasha and Appleton are concerned. The 
mills at points farther down the river, as at 
Kaukauna for example, are operated under 
a higher head of water, and as there is al- 
ways a little leakage going down the river 
they are able to make pretty good use of 
it, so that some of them are still able to 
do most of their running by water power. 
The level of the lake is not rising any, and 
there seems to be little prospect of more 
water power for quite a time to come. 

The mill of the Kaukauna Fibre Com- 
pany, in which a new Pusey & Jones di- 
gester has been placed, will be started some 
day this week.

The No. 1 machine of the Thilmany Pulp 
and Paper Mills will resume operation 
about the first of next week.

A special New 
American 30-inch wheel has been put in, 
taking the place of a wheel of the same 
size that has been in the mill for the past 
ten years. As an illustration of the im- 
provement that has been made in water 
wheels during that time it may be stated 
that the new wheel gives over 99 horse- 
power, while the old one gave 56 horse-

Que «tion.—In making the better grades of 
sulphite pulp from spruce wood how can 
the knots be gotten out of the finished pulp 
so that their black color shall not affect the 
whiteness of the pulp? 

Answer.—There is no way of getting 
knot wood out of pulp, once the dark wood 
has become disintegrated. The only way to 
get knots out “is to not let them get in!” 

In some sulphite mills they go to the ex- 
pense of cutting out all the knots. A large 
room is fitted with boring machines, ream- 
ers and saws, and an army of men go over 
every bit of wood and cut out all the knots, 
big and little. This is a very expensive 
method, and it is not infallible in getting 
out all the black wood, because some of the 
knots are covered up and cannot be seen. 

The bettér way is to cook the charge so 
light that none of the hard knot wood will 
be softened. I have before, in these col- 
umns, called attention to the fact that a 
“gradual reduction” process is necessary 
in preparing the best possible fibre from 
any given stock, rag, or wood. The sul- 
phite charge, then, should not be cooked 
into a soft pasty mass. It should come from 
the digester in the shape of chips, rather 
than paste. Then, it should be rubbed 
around, tumbled and worked to pull the 
bits of wood to pieces. Then, the softened 
fibre will be rubbed off by the tumbling, 
or by gentle friction, and the fibre remain 
unaffected by exeessive cooking, as some- 
times is the case. 

Knots thus cooked and tumbled have the 
soft fibre all knocked off of them and 
travel along in the tumbling machinery 
much faster than the fibre, therefore mak- 
ing it easy to separate the two. In other 
machinery sometimes used for this pur- 
pose the fibre travels the fastest and the 
knots lag behind. 

By a “gradual reduction process” it is

understood that as soon as a fibre is re- 
leased from a cooked chip that fibre should 
be removed from the process and put with 
other fibres in like condition. The flour 
maker has, as stated, got this business 
down fine. He cracks a kernel of wheat, 
and a little flour is set free by the act of 
breaking the kernel. He does not let this 
particle stay in the machine to be ham- 
mered and still further reduced, to the det- 
riment of the fibre in question. 

The paper maker should 
duce” the chips, and when a 
right it should be taken away while it is 
in the best possible condition. 

Thus, the way to get the best results from 
spruce wood is to cook stock and then roll, 
tumble, wash and otherwise work the fi- 
bres off the chips, leaving the knots sep- 
arate from the good fibre.

Question.—What is “soda pulp,” how is 
it made, and what position does it occupy, 
as regards value, in comparison with sul- 
phite pulp and ground wood? 

Answer.—*“ Soda” pulp _ is 
made from poplar wood, sometimes called 
“popple” by countrymen. In making this 
pulp the fibre is disintegrated by cooking 
with soda, the resulting “black-ash” being

ered therefrom, to be used again. “Soda” 
pulp is mostly used for filling. It lies 
between sulphite and ground wood as re- 
gards strength, and usually is a very white, 
good looking pulp, more resembling sul- 
phite than it does ground wood. 


Question.—I notice that some mills in 
the eastern part of the United States claim 
to make “strawboard.” Will you inform 
me what they make it of, and how, for I 
do not see where the straw is to come 
from, none being raised in that part of the 
country. 

Answer.—The “strawboard’ made in 
some sections of the country, particularly 
in Eastern Massachusetts, is as guiltless of 
straw as the ordinary paper is of rag stock. 
Still the output is really strawboard, as the 
stock used is the clippings of genuine 
strawboard from box making shops, and, 
if necessary, a little sulphite is added to 
keep up the strength lost in beating the

PEAT AS PAPER STOCK. 


A patent has been granted for an inven- 
tion which relates to the separation of the 
fibrous constituents of peat from its hu- 
mus for the purpose of obtaining a fibrous 
product adapted to be spun or to the man- 
ufacture of paper. The inventor says: 

“Many attempts have before my inven- 
tion been made to separate the fibre of 
peat from its humus with a view to the 
utilization of such fibre in the manufacture 
of paper. In all these attempts the prod- 
uct, instead of being composed of intact 
fibres of unimpaired strength, is a disinte- 
grated pulp, composed chiefly of cellulose, 
unfit for the manufacture of good grades 
of paper and certainly not fit to be spun. 
The failure of these attempts led me to in- 
vestigate the subject more closely, and I 
became convinced that the nature of peat

washed peat is treated with a caustic-alkali 
solution—as, for instance, a solution of 
caustic soda—of a strength that should 
not be much greater than, but preferably 
of 2 per cent., at or below normal temper- 
ature or at a temperature of from 4° to 
25° C., and under a pressure of at least 
one atmosphere—preferably, however, un- 
der a higher pressure—for from about ten 
to fourteen hours. Under these condi- 
tions the lye is caused to rapidly penetrate 
the peat, diffusion taking place to some 
extent, so that the greater portion of the 
soluble humus constituents is separated 
from and without dividing or otherwise 
reducing or disintegrating the fibre. If 
necessary this operation may be repeated 
any required number of times, in which 
case the lyes used in the several operations 
should, however, be of successively re- 
duced strength, so that the fibre may not 
be attacked and injured and reduced to a 
cellulose-like condition or pulp. In the 
first operation a dark brown solution is 
obtained, which, if the operation is repeat- 
ed with lyes of gradually reduced strength, 
becomes clearer and clearer. The fibrous 
material thus purified is then thoroughly 
washed in water and reacted upon by an 
agent that will act as oxidant in an alka-

soluble in said lye without injury to the 
fibre. To this end there are preferably 
employed solutions of suitable agents 
which not only act as oxidants, but also 
as bleaching agents, whereby a separate 
treatment of the fibre for the purpose of 
oxidizing the said constituents is dis- 
pensed with. To this end a solution of a 
hypochlorite—as, for instance, of calcium 
or sodium hypochlorite of low concentra- 
tion—not exceeding 2° B., is used, the op- 
eration of oxidation and bleaching be- 
ing carried out as in the preceding step 
—namely, at or below normal temperature 
and under a pressure higher than at- 
mospheric pressure. After this operation 
the fibrous material is preferably once 
more subjected to the action of a caustic- 
alkali lye or normal or below normal tem- 
perature and of a strength not exceeding 
1 per cent. and under a pressure higher 
than atmospheric pressure, whereby the 
humus and other constituents rendered 
soluble are dissolved out, the lye drawn 
off being quite clear. 

From what has been said it will readily 
be seen that the process is an inexpensive 
one as compared with the processes in use 
before this invention, owing to the low 
concentration of the lyes and the dispen- 
sing with fuel. 

The whiteness or brightness of the fibre 
obtained by the process depends, of 
course, upon the first step, in that the 
depth of color of the fibre decreases in ac- 
cordance with the number of times said 
step is repeated, within certain limits, of 
course, i. 

The product’can be used, per se, in the 
manufacture of paper or in admixture with

A French inventor, M. Frydmane, has 
recently patented a means of rendering 
sulphurized paper of vegetable parchment 
suitable for use, in place of the usual flimsy 
material of which the leaves of letter copy- 
ing books are made. The paper selected, 
which he treats in lots of 2 tons at a time, 
is dipped shortly after being made, into a 
bath (at a temperature of 70 degrees, cen- | 
tigrade), composed of the following: 
Water, 1,000 litres (1 litre equals about 14 
pints); glycerine, 3 cwt.; colored tannin, 9 
pounds; alcohol, 5 litres.

| are presented for mailing at the post office 
windows, and in minimum number of 
twenty perfectly identical copies. If 
mailed elsewhere or in less number post- 
age at first-class rate must be required.

At the end of last month there was a-_ 
most destructive fire at the splendid mills 
at Woburn, owned by Wiggins, Teape & 
Co. Glory Mill has long been most favor- 
ably known for the highest quality of led- 
ger papers, writings, etc., and came into the 
possession of W., T. & Co. comparatively 
recently. A few years ago a limited com- 
pany ran it, and the seiling was in the 
hands of one of the biggest firms of Lon- 
don agénts. I remember a sepulchral of- 
fice boy who used to startle strangers who 
inquired for Mr. D. by replying: “Please, 
sir, he’s gone to Glory,” in a deep bass 
voice. However, the limited company 
itself went to glory, and the splendid 
mill became the property of W., T. & Co., 
who, as everybody knows, have half a 
dozen or so paper mills. Now it has gone 
up in the flames. The fire started in the 
drying room just as the men were ready 
to leave work, and although an engine 
was quickly got ‘round it was evident that 
nothing could save the machine house and 
adjoining building. One of the rooms in 
flames contained about 200 valuable dandy 
rolls, and only two of these were saved. 
The offices and the calendering rooms 
were not burnt, but a big body of work- 
people will be out of employment for some 
time to come. The blaze was tremendous, 
and from an inspection of the ruins I 
should think that few more wholesale de- 
structions of machinery have ever annoyed 
the trade. The damage has been stated at 
$100,000, covered by insurance. 


The tieighborhood of Maidenhead a few 
days afterward was again the scene of a 
fire, happily of less importance. This oc- 
curred over the Buckinghamshire border 
at the Temple Mulls of Thomas Brothers 
& Co., Limited. The damage is said to 
be not higher than $1,000. 

The secretary of the National Union of 
Paper Mill Workers has been trying it on 
once more. He brought up the old resolu- 
tion: “That this congress strongly protests 
against the increasing use of foreign-made 
paper on several of the London and pro- 
vincial newspapers and periodicals, and 
strongly urges all trades unionists to re- 
fuse to buy stich papers until it is pub- 
liely made known by their owners that such 
papers are printed on paper made in the 
United Kingdom.” The resolution, by the 
by, is in trades union English, but be that 
as it may it was lost without a division. 

I am looking forward with anxiety to 
Brother Charles Phillips’ next issue. He 
is about to introduce to the world a ma- 
chine which “marks a new era in paper 
making,” and which he firmly believes will 
be a model for all machines in future, both 
in this country and in America. This, as 
he says, is “saying a lot.” On the testi- 
mony of the Papermaker it seems that Mr.

Lumsden, managing director of James 
Milne & Son, for years has been tfying to 
get paper makers to let him build a ma- 
chifie according to his own ideas; but as 
thosé ideas were diametrically opposed to 
the aceepted rules that have been felig- 
iously followed for generations, he did not 
get his opportunity until he found it in Mr. 
Dixon (Peter Dixon & Son, Spring 
Grove Mills, Oughty Bridge), who was in- 
quiring for a machine that would beat 


everything in the trade, either here or in | 


America. Still, the ideas put forth by Mr. 
Lumsden were so extraordinary and so 
opposite to established rules and customs 
that-Mr. Dixon was very skeptical. Finally 
his scruples were overcome, and carte 
blanche was given to Mr. Lumsden to 
construct a machine incorporating his 
ideas. The chief new features are in Lums- 
den & Wyllie’s first press roll reversing 
arrangement and “Lumsden’s patent quick 
train.” There are other points also to be 
described in Mr. Phillips’ next issue. Mr. 
Dixon said: “I am more than pleased with 
the machine. My ‘broke’ is reduced to a 
minimum. My confidence in Mr. Lums- 
den has, over this matter, been very. great. 
I know of no paper maker in the United 
Kingdom who could have been prevailed 
upon to allow any engineer to experiment 
with him, and to carry out ideas that 
seemed totally opposed to common sense. 
I am convinced that this machine marks a 
new era in paper making, and I firmly be- 
lieve that all machines in future, both in 
this country and America, will be built 
on those lines—that is saying a lot.” The 
machine was running at 227 feet per min- 
ute at the time of Mr. Phillips’ visit, though 
it has been built to run 500 feet per min- 
ute. It was running the sate wire, 106 
inches, that had been on the whole month, 
which looked as good as ever and worked 
as smoothly as if it had been running for a 
year instead of one month. The vibration 
was so slight that it was scarcely percepti- 


ble. 

The parliamentary committee of the 
trades unions has been instructed, at the 
instance of the Paper Mill Workers, to 
take steps to secure an amendment of the 
factory acts prohibiting work, except re- 
pairs, in paper mills from Saturday noon 
to Monday 6 a. m. There is very little 
chance of such an amendment going 
through. 

The few mosquitoes that have ever ar- 
rived on English shores have usually been 
put down to the debit of the paper mills. 
They have certainly generally appeared in 
hot weather in the neighborhood of mills 
using esparto, and it has been thought 
that the heat has hatched them out of the 
grass. This year, however, with the ex- 
traordinary temperature, the highest on 
record for September, mosquitoes have 
been quite a common object of the way- 
side, and the public in many districts 
around London have been introduced to 
the article for the first time. About twen- 
ty were killed in a single house in a sub- 
urb about 15 miles out, and a short time

at Guildford. The paper trade cannot be 
blamed for them this time. 


The following appeared a day or two 
ago in the Morning Leader, and whatevef 
amount of truth there niay be in it it is 
worth reading. The writer usually means 
“wiremark” when he says ‘“‘watermark,” by 
the by: ‘The secret document which de- 
termined the fate of Dreyfus was written, 
according to the French Minister of War, 
in blue pencil on the peculiar paper 
which served for the habitual correspond- 
ence of Col. Schwartzkoppen, the Ger- 
man military attaché in Paris. The pecu- 
liayity of this paper, it now transpires, 
consisted of a watermark composed of lit- 
tle squares. Anybody who knows Paris 
dnd its stationery will know that there is 
nothing very peculiar about this water- 
marking. But two years after Dreyfus’s 
conviction, when doubts as to the justice 
of his sentence were making themselves 
| heard, another letter in the same blue 
pencil, on the same cross-square water- 
mark paper, fluttered providentially into 
the windows of the War Office as a guar- 
antee of good faith of the mysterious doc- 
ument which Dreyfus’s judge alone pe- 
rused. This contained the word ‘Dreyfus’ 
in full. The militarists have been scream- 
ing about it ever since, until it occurred to 
a staff officer, charged with a secret in- 
quiry into the genuineness of the docu- 
ments in the case, to superpose the two 
pieces of note-paper, and, lo and behold! 
the squares were not of the same size. 
A detective or an expert would not have 
had the documents in his hands five min- 
utes without making the discovery, espe- 
cially as the name of the secret agent fur- 
nishing the document was not forthcom- 
ing. 

“T. H. Gurrin, the famous handwriting 
expert, is not inclined to attach much im- 
portanee to the story of the forgery hav- 
ing been discovered by the discrepancy in 
the watermarks. The French War Office 
was obliged to make some explanation, 
and hit upon that one. Still it was quite 
a common thing for forgeries to be dis- 
covered through the forgers using paper 
bearing a watermark. He once received 
what was supposed to be an autograph 
letter of Charlotte Bronté’s, which the 
owner was anxious to present to the Brit- 
ish Museum, with a request that he would 
pronounce on its genuineness. Before 
comparing the handwriting with admitted- 
ly genuine specimens, he glanced at the 
paper and noticed that it bore the water- 
mark of De la Rue, and on inquiring of 
this firm he ascertained that the particular 
paper on which the letter was written had 
not left their mills until years after the 
death of Charlotte Bronté. The forger of 
a will, Mr. Gurrin said, had to be particu- 
larly careful not to hit upon a sheet of pa- 
per bearing a watermark that might de- 
note its age. As to the present aspect of 
the Dreyfus case, Mr. Gurrin mentioned 
that he had been invited to make a second 
| report on the matter, which had not yet

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been published. ‘In that report,’ he said, 
‘I was willing to go across to Paris and 
swear that the writing of the bordereau 
was not the handwriting of Dreyfus, and 
that I had not the slightest doubt that it 
was in the haridwriting oft Esterhazy.” 
“But if the paper is not right, there is 
such a thing as forging watermarks. It 
is scarcely likely that Colonel Henry at- 
tempted this, and got his squares the 
wrong size. Inspector Moser, late of 
Scotland Yard, has investigated as many 
forgery cases as any man living, and has 
brought many criminals to justi¢e simply 
and solely because they neglected to pay 
sufficient attention. to their watermarks. 
One of the miost remarkable cases was 
that of the Russian touble note forger 
Holchester, who succeeded in getting 
5,000,000 roubles’ worth of spurious paper 
in circulation. When ‘arrested by Moser 
he rewarded his captor by confessing how 
the best forged watermark ever seen was 
obtained. Before orinting the notes in 
the regular way a copper plate had been 
prepared with the design of the watermark 
in very slight relief. The paper on which 
the note was to be printed was laid on the 
plate and rubbed very carefully with a 
piece of fine sandpaper. This removed 
sufficient of the surface of the paper to 
render the design transparent when held 
up to the light, and no roughness was per- 
ceptible after the text of the note had been 
printed on the paper. M. Pfelfer, of the 
Russian mint, who came to London in 
connection with the case, admitted that 
the Russian authorities had been com- 
pletely baffled by the watermark beifig so 
well imitated, and had no idea how it was 
forged until Holchester’s confession to 
Inspector Moser was reported to St. 
Petersburg.” ALFA.

Faults of American Trade Methods. 


Marshall Halstead, United States Con- 
sul at Birmingham, England, writes as fol- 
lows: 

The jewelry and fancy goods manufac- 
turers of Great Britain make articles on a 
“forty-line scale,” an arbitrary. system of 
measurement, the origin of which is lost 
somewhere in an early period of the trade. 
In the measures for the common metals 
and articles a “line” is one-twelfth of an 
inch, but in the fancy trade a “line” is one- 
fortieth of an inch. 

To-day a declaration of “returned 
American goods” was sworn before me, 
meaning, of course, a big loss to an 
American manufacturer,,and due to his 
failure to make the goods in accordance 
with the exact specifications of the order. 
A Birmingham manufacturer ordered from 
an American manufacturer a lot of “inde- 
structible pearl,” giving the measurements 
he required in “lines.” Not knowing what 
“lines” meant to the fancy trade, the 
American, without making inquiry, had 
recourse to the metric system, and his 
goods are by this time on the way back to 
him,

pens were sent back to a manufacturer in 
an intetior American city. The Birting- 
ham purchaser-said; “They are without 
question better pens than I ordered, but 
they are not like the sample, and I am not 
in the business of educating the public to 
new things, but sell them what they want: 
and these goods go back.” I know the 
town of the manufacturer very well, but do 
not remember his name, so assume that 
his factory is small and his capital limited 
enough for the return of goods amounting 
to $500 to hurt him; but he did not obey 
orders. 

A few days ago I was shown sixteen let 
ters from sixteen firms, all well known in 
their line in America. On twelve of these 
letters there was insufficient postage; most 
had only a 2-cent stamp to carry them 
This meant that the Birmingham man 
who wanted to buy from some of these 
American firms had to pay double the de 
ficiency in postage, and his frame of mind 
and opinion of American business meth- 
ods can be imagined. Steamer mails from 
the United States frequently arrive afte: 
business hours on Saturday, and if there i; 
deficient postage letters will not be deliv 
ered at hotels, etc., until Monday, and the 
traveling representative loses time waiting 
for home instructions much oftener than 
could be realized by anyone not aware 
how general is the failure of American 
firms to pay full postage. One American 
house tells its agent that a deficiency 0: 
postage is a guaranty that 4 Jefter will be 
delivered to the right party, as no one else 
would pay the postage penalty in order to 
get the letter. 

If an English or a continental house 
sends a telegram, a Jetter always follows, 
even to points near by, containing a copy 
of the telegram. Very few United States 
houses do this, even with cablegrams, an: 
a failure to deliver means loss of valuable 
time. If a letter is sent to a foreign point, 
a letterpress copy follows by the next 
steamer as certainly as the second of ex- 
change follows the first. 

Very few American houses are as sys- 
tematic, and it is conceivable that a letter 
may be more valuable than a money draft. 

With bills of lading, the European 
house does not depend on the triplicate 
copy forwarded by the shipping agent, but 
itself sends the duplicate copy to the con- 
signee, retaining the original. American 
houses are constantly neglecting this, and 
American goods are constantly being held 
up in foreign custom houses. 

If a United States house wishes to be 
successful in foreign trade it must place 
its business in the hands of some respon 
sible member of the concern who will Joo} 
after the details. It should not be merely
